HE Siege of Verue has. been carried 

on with great difficulty , becaufe the 

Weather has been very. bad for feveral 

Days, and the Rains and Snows made 

the Trenches in fuch a Condition that 

it was hardly poifible for the Soldiers to keep in 
them and be cover’d from the Enemy’s Fire. But 
the Weather beginning to. grow fair agen, tis hop’d 
that toilfome Siege will {fpeedily be brought to a gnod 
Iffue. The 20 Pieces of Cannop, all twenty four 
Pounders, brought from Fratice to Genoa, are arriv’d 
in the Camp, and ‘are placing on the Batteries to play 
upon the little Fort that is in the Ifle between the 2 
Bridges, in Order to cut off the Communication of 
Crefcentino with Verue.. The Duke of Savoy de- 
pends fo much ‘upon the Continuance of this Com- 
munication, that he has laid up no Magazine of Pro- 
vifions in Verue. So thatthe Garrifon fubfifts only 
upon what is brought’into them daily. All the De- 
ferters agree, that this Garrifon confifts of 2 Bartal- 
lions that are in Englith Pay,. and are not reliev’d but 
do common Duty in the inner part of the Place ; that 
the Piemontefe and German Troops, pofted in the 
Works fronting the Attack,fupported by 4 Companies 
of Grenadiers are reliev’d daily ; and that 2 Battal- 
lions mount the Guard inthe Fort on the'Ifland ; the 
reft. of the Infantry ate at, Crefcentino, and the Ca- 
valry quarter'd about Chivks for fectiring the Bridge 
on the Doria, and the Communication between Cref- 
centino and Turin.. The taking of the Place will be 
no hard Matter now, for there is nothing more to be 
done than to make a fufficient Breach in the 3d Wall, 


which is much fhaken: already, is but weak and has 


no Ditch to it; but there are Mines ready in the 
whole Front almoft of the Attack, the Chambers of 
which Mines were fill’d 12° Days ago, as Deferters 
tell us, who likewife fay the Piemontefe and German 
Soldiers are at Variancen

‘Ac feems Montmelian is not block’d: up yery clofe- 
ly 3 for Letters from Geneva of the sith of this 
Month, fay,that theNight between the 8th and gth a 
Party of that Garrifon came to the Village of Chene, 
which is withina Mile and a half of Gakera: and 
took about 2000 Livres in Money out of the Office 
of the Excife upon Salt ; and oblig’d two Perfons 
belonging to that Office to fign a Promife to repair 
within a certain Number of days Montmelian. 
Thefe Letters tell us likewife, that there is an Infur-

Triers, Feb. 9. The French Spy who was convict- 
ed of attempting to fet on Fire the Magazines the Al- 
lies have laid up in this City, was hang’d the 7th In- 
ftant. Our Garrifon confifting of 12000 Men, fome 
Houfes have a Dozen Soldiers quarter’d upon them. 
About.1000 Men are kept to Work daily on a new 
Fort that is building for covering this City,-near the 
Bridge. of Contz, where the Saar difcharges ir {elf in- 
to the Mofelle. The Huffars that are quarter’d in 
our Neighbourhood, continue their Ineurfions into 
the Diocefs of Metz ; and 200 of them in Conjunci- 
on with an independant Company, advanc’d very’ 
neat to Metz and burnt 4 Villages in fight of that 
Place ; the Inhabitants of one of thofe Villages re- 
tir’d into a Church and fhor at our HMuffars from 
thence, but the Puffars fer the Church on Fire, and 
it was burnt to the Ground with almoft all the Pea- 
fants that were init: After which they attack’d 150: 
Horfe of the Garrifon of Metz that came out againft 
them, and intirely defeated them, killing rhe Lieu- 
tenant-Collonel that commanded them ; with many 
other Officers and Soldiers, and taking 1 Lieutenang, 
1 Cornet, and 14 Soldiers, with 70 Horfes.. Yefter- 
day the Huffars returti’d hither with their Prifoners 
and Booty. 

Park, Feb. 13. The pth Inftant the Marshal de Vil- 
lars artiv'd at Metz. He was to take a Review a 
few days after of the Troops that are in Winter-quar- - 
ters in the Places along the Mofelle and the Saar. 
And ‘tis given out he is to take the Field the Begin- 
ning of March, with an Army of 52000 Foot and 
20000 Horfe, among which will be the greateft part 
of the Troops of the Houshold, to act offenfively a- 
gainft the Enemy on the Mofelle.

- Triers, Feb. 13. The French threaten to attack this 
Place, but the Troops of the Allies are prepar’d to re« 
ceive them. We have Intelligence that the Marthal 
dé Villars is arrivd at Metz; that the Enemy are 
making 2 great Magazines of Hay and Oats in the 
Ditch of Luxembourg ; that on the 9th a Regiment 
of Horfe arriy’d there from the Netherlands as did a 
Regiment of French Dragoons the 1oth, and one of 
Spanifh Dragoons the 11th. The French expect more 

orfe, and alfo fome Regiments of Foot. from the 
Netherlands. 

Pari, Feb.13. The Advices from Languedoc of the 
4th of this Month,tell us,that thofe Inhabitants of thar 
Province who. through Fearor by Order had quitred 
their HaBitations,are permitted to return to them, and 
even that their Arms will be reftor’d to them. Of the 
Forces that have been for fome time employ’d in Lan« 
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guiedoc, theré remain only 3 Companies of the Regi- 
ment of Courfin, 9 of that of Cordes, 2 of that of 
Hainault, 13 of Miquelets, 33 of Fufileers main- 
tain’d by the Province, and the Regiment of Dra- 


goons of St. Sernin. The 2 Battallionsof Froule and 


Gaffioz, 2 of Charolois, 1 of Dauphine, and 1 of 


Soiffonnois ; are marching towards Lyons, where - 


they are to receive further Orders. The 3 Battalli- 
ons that came from beforé Montmelian are fent back 
to joyn the Troops that block up that Fortrefs ; but 
the Regiment of Dragoons of Fimarcon is gone into 
Auvergue, to fupprefs fome diforderly People there 
call’d Faux-Sauniers. The Fufeliers of Roufillon, in 
number 13 Companies, are marching to Grenoble, 
whence the Duke de la Feuillade will fend them into 
Savoy. The Sieur de Roufel, an eminent Ingenier, 
is fet out from hence to follow that Duke. We have 
no Advice yet of the Arrival of Monfieur de Lapara 
in the Camp before Vérue, but he was expected there 
by the 7th or 8th of this Month. They have begun 
there to open the Trench that isto be miade Ufe of 
in attacking the Work that Covers the Bridge of 
Communication s bur they writé from therice that 
they are apprehienfive they fhall not be able to perfect 
it, bécaufe ‘tis expos'd td the Fire of the Donjon. 
The laft Letters from ‘Madrid, dated the 3oth of 
January, fay, that the Marthal de Theffe was gone 
from thence to the Caiip befote Gibraltar, with Or- 
ders to infpect the Condition of the Works againft 
the Place and that of the Troops ethploy’d in that 
Siege, and then to rertira to give an Account thereof. 
to the Court ; that npon the Report he thall make 
they may determine whether to rurn that Siege into 
a Bleckade or *not : "Fis talk’d they are inform’d, 
that if 3000 Men aré pofted-fomewhere in the 
Neighbourhood of thar Place, it may be render’d of 
little or no Advantage to the Enemy. The Marthal 
de Villeroy is¢xpected heré the or 16th of this 
Month. All the fubakern Offieérs of the Army that are 
here, havereceiv’d frefti Order to haften their Depar- 
ture to their refpective Pofts. The Levies of new 
Regiments and Recruits, are carried'on with all pof- 
fible Diligence ; bur it may be prefunr'd from‘the 
following Edict, that the Intendants of rhe Provin- 
ces find it no eafy Task to firnifh the Number re- 
ir'd of them. 
‘IS: Majefty baving been inform'd that contrary 
to the Prohibitions fpecified in his Ordon- 
anees relating to the Tfoops ; many Perfons who 
have been nominated of tpon’ whom the Lot’ fias 
fallen to ferve in them, have abfented themfelves 
from their Parithes ; and judging it nedeffary to or- 
der new Penalties to make them return to their duty 
and oblige them to March whither they were ap- 
pointed, his Majefty has order’d and orders that with 
in Days after the Publication of this prefent Arret, 
all tliofe on whom the Lor‘fell ro’ ferve in the’ Troops, 
as well this Year as the preceeding, and who have 
abfented themfelves from their Parifhes, fhall be o- 
blig’d to appear before the Iftendants of the Gene- 
ralities to which they belong, to receive their Orders 
and be conducted accerding to the Routes. his Ma- 
jefty thall caufe to be made‘ont, to rhe Regiments for 
which they were chofen: Which if they thall fail to do, 
his Majefty moft exprefly enjoyns.all Provofts Marfhal 
ro make very ftrict fearch for them,and to feize thofe 
they fhall find ; that they may be punifh’d with Whip- 
ping and branding with the Flower de Lys, in the 
publick Streets of the Place of their ufual Abode ; 
which Punifhment fhall not be remitted under any 
pretence whatever. His Majefty’s Will likewife is, 
that thofe who after the Publication of the Orders 
fent for levying Troops; abfented’ themfelves from 
their Parifhes to ayoid the drawing of Lots; and thofe’ 
who being nominated to ferve, fhall hire Soldiers to 
ferve in their Room, fhall alfo'be condemn'd to be 
whipp’d and branded with the Flower de Lyg, unlefs 
within the faid Time of 15 days they return ro their 
Parifhes to perform fuch Orders as fhall be given them
